The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The compounds as 
CHITIN SYNTHESIS INHIBITORS differ structurally from Ecdysones . Ecdysones may 
function as MOLT ACCELERATOR COMPOUNDS, but not necessarily. 
BAITS, LI QUIDS & DUSTS are physically different compositions & may function 
differently, the one from the others. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
